The Decision To 
Place Vicksburg 
Under Seige 


One hundred years ago 
this week, official orders 
were issued to place the 
Confederate fortifications 
at Vicksburg, Mississippi 
under seige after the South- 
ern soldiers had success- 
fully and completely re- 
pelled an all-out attack by 
Major GeneralU.S,Grant s 
Union forces. 

Grant had decided toat- 
tack the fort for several 
reasons. If he were ableto 
secure Vicksburg before 
General J. E. Johnston 
could build up a force to 
rescue Lt. General J.C. 
Pemberton and his men 
from the fort, he could then 
turn and destroy or scatter 
Johnston’s troops. He 
would then send a detach- 
ment to attack the Con- 
federates at Port Hudson, 
Mississippi, without call~ 
ing for reinforcements, 
which would be necessary’ 
if a seige were begun. 

At 10 o’clock on the 
morning of May 22, three 
columns of Union troops 
moved down the Baldwin’s 
Ferry, J a c k son, and 
Graveyard roads leading 
into Vicksburg.
